Ample allowance 
has been made for the many physical factors that tend to 
modify the growth of plants in cultivation. 

The botanical and common names are taken from “Stand- 
ardized Plant Names,” which is the accepted authority on 
plant nomenclature in the horticultural industry. 

Our standard of grading all plants is based on a schedule 
which has been adopted by the American Association § of 
Nurserymen. 


SPECIAL SELECTION—25% ADDITIONAL 


A Charge of 25 percent additional on our regular listed 
price will be made for the special selection and marking in 
the nursery of extra heavy or specimen plants. We invite 
inspection of our material and on quantity orders will, if re- 
quested, mark an average sample to assist our diggers in the 
selection of the grade wanted. 
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EXTRA CHARGE FOR BALLING 
We recommend that all varieties marked with an asterisk (*) 
be lifted with a ball of earth and burlapped. Experience has 
shown that the loss in these plants, which is otherwise high, 
is reduced to a minimum if handled in this way. 


SCHEDULE OF B & B CHARGES 
The following charges are made to cover additional cost of 
balling and burlapping deciduous trees and shrubs that are not 
listed B&B. The size of ball for most stock is in accordance 
with the A.A.N. “Horticultural Standards” recommendations. 


These charges are based on a carefully dug, solid ball of 
earth, Jaced with rope or wire, and handled according to the 
best nursery practice.
